Therefore,  we  will  accept  sub- 
mission of  story  material — or  poetry,  or  work  in  progress,  novel-fragments,  and  so 
forth — beginning  at  once.  When  submitting  manuscripts  to  the  station,  please  be 
guided  by  these  rules:  if  you've  published  work,  tell  us  where  and  when;  if  you  wish 
your  mss.  returned,  enclose  a  stamped  self-addressed  envelope;  2500-3500  words 
constitutes  the  best  length;  dramatic  material  shouldn't  be  too  long;  if  you  live  in 
the  immediate  area,  you  might  send  along  your  telephone  number  as  well.  No  pay, 
of  course,  but  the  opportunity  to  be  heard  on  the  air  cannot  be  evaluated  in  either 
dollars  or  sense  ...  it  circumvents  the  wallet  and  drives  right  down  to  the  core  of 
things,  the  soul  (ego,  id,  what-have  you.) 

We're  also  interested  in  encouraging  exceptional  talents  in  live  readings  and 
semi-dramatic  presentations.  If  you  feel  you  would  enjoy  participating  in  some  of 
the  programs  planned  in  this  department,  and  feel  that  you  are  capable  (neither  a 
Gielgud  nor  a  Brando  be,  but  something  'twixt) ,  drop  a  card  to  us,  with  address  and 
phone  number.  Or  feel  free  to  send  along  your  ideas  regarding  KPFA's  plans  in  this 
area,  with  your  criticisms  and  general  comments.  Write  to  Bill  Butler,  Dept.  of  Litera- 
ture and  Drama,  KPFA,  Berkeley  4.  And  don't  forget  to  wish  us  luck.
